NOW GENERAL BUT ARE 


DUE TO A VARIETY OF LOCAL 


CAUSES. 


SOLDIERS 
SABER 
RIOTERS 


The Entire Country is in an Uproar 


and Marty Troops are Called to 


Preserve Order. 


Vienna, May 21—The revolt in Cro- 
atia is spreading to every part of the 
trtular kingdom and threatens to ex- 
tend to Dalmatla. 


The celebrations at Agram yester- 
day ot the annlveisary of the death o£ 
Jellacihith Von Buzlm, former ban of 
Croatia, culminated in a fierce conflict 
with the police who 
attacked 
the 
crowds with sabers, wounding many 
peisohs and making 350 arrests, 
in- 


cluding- several students and women. 
The city of Agram is now completely 
under military rule. 
The 
principal 
streets are 
closed 
by cordons 
of 
troops. Four regiments, fully equipped 
for v\ar have been ordered to proceed 
from Oldenburg to the Agram district. 


At Kuccari and Meja thousands of 
peasants attempted to destroy the rail- 
roads In order to prevent the arrival of 
the troops. 


They tore up rails at five different 


points and when the military arrived 
the peasants pelted them with stones, 
Injuring several soldiers. The 
troops 
retaliated by shooting and bayonetting 
many peasants. 


The disturbances in Croatia are pri- 
marily due to the long standing race 
hatred between the Slavs and Mag- 
yars. 


The pieoent outbreak has two main 


sources. 
HMist, tho general discontent 


of the peasantry arising from the ex- 
treme poverty prevailing everywhere 
and from the fact that in some parts 
of the country the peasants ire on 
thp verge of famine. 
Second, the in- 


dignation aioubed by the alleged tyr- 
'annical lule of Count Khun Redervva- 
ry, the present ban of Croatia 


The piesent agitation covers the en- 


tire country, from Kssegg, In the cast 
to the di&triuts on the Adriatic coast, 
Its immediate cause varying according 
to ditfetent localities. In the districts 
around Kreutz the disturbances have 
a socialistic origin, the peasants at- 
tacking the Hungarians, not on 
ac- 


count of their nationality but because 
they aie wealthy. 


Jn the towns of the Agrara district, 


generally the language question is the 
principal cause of the troubles. 
In the coast districts the hatred of 
the public officials has 
caused 
the 


outbreak.

"Knowing and Doing; Joy and Power." 
The text was from St, John, the thir- 
teenth chapter and the 
seventeenth 
verse. 
"If ye know .these things, hap- 


py are ye if ye do them." 
Mr. Van Dyke said in part: 
"I want to speak to you today about 


the religion of Christ in its relation 
to happiness. 


"In the wish for happiness, all men 


are strangely alike. 
In their views 


of it, and in their ways of seeking 
it, they are singularly different. 
If 


we acknowledge Christ as our Mas- 
ter and Lord there are two questions 
that we must ask of Him. 
First, is it 


right to'wish to be .happy? 
Second, 
what are chief conditions on which 
the fulfillment of that wish depends? 
, "The desire for happiness Is natur- 
al. 


"Now what doea Christ say in re- 
gard to this natural human wish? 
Does he say that it is an 
illusion?

Tony Wittkow, left fielder of the 


Deeatur baseball team, was drowned 
in the Sangamon river on Tuesday. 
The accident was' due to the over- 
turning of the boat in which he was 
seated. 
The body was recovered a 


few moments later but he could not 
be resuscitated. 


In the boat with Wittkow at the 


time of the accident were Dick Muel- 
ler and Jacobsen, the pitcher of the 
ball team, and they were saved, Jac- 
obsen by swimming ashore and Muel- 
ler by dinning to the overturned boat 
until holp arrived. 


Was Day Off. 


down that before I reached shore my 
feet were hanging straight1 down. I 
could not hold them out behind me 
and kick as a man usually does when 
swimming. 
I touched bottom when 


I was In water almost shoulder deep 
and I was completely exhausted. I can 
not swim much and if I was undressed 
and ready for a trial, crossing that 
river would J>e as much as I would 
Undertake. 
There were some 
gyp- 


sy horse traders on the bank just 
where the boat upset. 
They yelled 


for help, but made no effort to help 
us. 
I was so rattled by the upsetting 


of the boat that I could not think of 
anything. 
When I 
came up 
and 


both of the other men were behind 
me I had no thought of trying to help 
them. 
The only thing .that occurred 


to me was that I must swim out. I 
am not enough of a swimmer to have 
been of any assistance to Mueller or 
Wittkow if I had thought about it. 
Wittkow was one of my best frienfls. 
He and I played together last year 
in the Wisconsin state league. 
He 


was always my friend and during all 
of the time that we were together 
he never said an unpleasant word to 
me."

Maple Sugar Sauce. 


Put a cup of maple syrup over the 


file and when It begins to simmer 
skim it carefully, then add a levci 
tablespoonful of butter and one 
of 


tornsturch or flour rubbed together to 
a cream, with a grating of nutmeg; 
s>tir until it boils up, then serve; half 
a cup of hot icream may be

Cooper Recovers Body. 


The spot where Wittkow was sup- 


posed to have disappeared was, point- 
ed out and Cooper by diving soon lo- 
cated the body and then with the 
assistance of Howard Hanthorn 
and 


Weigand took the body to shore. 
All 


of the men who were in th» rescuing 
party were so winded by their long 
run from the picnic grounds that they 
were scarcely in condition to make 
the best showing in an effort which 
required all of their strength. 


As soon as the body was removed 


from the river work to 
resuscitate 


Wittkow was commenced and every- 
thing at their command was 
used. 


A tub was secured and he was rolled 
on that and efforts were made to 
force the water from his lungs but 
it was useless. 


The body had been in the 
water 


about five minutes.

Other Witnesses. 


Thomns Cooper, Howard Hanthorn 


and William Wetgand, ah of 
whom 


went into the water to try to save 
the men, testified. 
They said Mueller 


after being assisted to land wanted 
again to go back and get 
Wittkow 


\\ho was under water, but they did 
not permit him to enter the water as 
he was almost totally exhausted. 


Cooper testified about 
how 
he 


assisted Mueller and raised the body 
of Wittkow to the surface of the 
water, but he had lost his wind on 
account of running and Hanthorn and 
Weigand assisted him and 
brought 


the body to shore. 


The jury after hearing the evidence 


Immediately returned a verdict 
that 


Wittkow came to his 'death from acci- 
dental drowning, due to the accidental 
overturning of the boat. 


All of the witnesses testified that 


Wittkow was perfectly sober and had 
not been drinking at the camp and 
could not have been drinking before 
he went with the party as he left for 
the country immediately after arising 
in the morning. 
He was a man of 


temperate habits. 


The evidence showed that 
there 


was no one to blame for the drowning 
and that it was simply an unfortun- 
ate accident.

In Montana Burns and the Fact Is Not

The weekly weather and crop bul- 


letin from Springfield says: 
f 


Showers occurred the first part of 


the week, very light and scattered in 
the northern section, but of a more 
the northern section, but of a more 
general character and liberal propor- 
tions in portions 
of the central and 


southern districts. 
The temperature 


was above the seasonal average, and 
decided summer conditions obtained the 
latter part of the week. Except in 
portions of the central and southern 
districts where the rainfall was suf- 
ficient to supply the need cf vegetation 
rain is required. Plowing and- planting 
are retarded and arrested on account 
of the dry condition of the soil. More 
than usual labor is entailed in prepar- 
ing corn land for planting. The ground 
is deficient in moisture which affects 
germination and retards plant growth. 
While vegetation, In the districts where 
rain fell, was greatly revived and stim- 
ulated, a great majority of correspond- 
ents express the urgent need of rain. 


Wheat in the central district has im- 


proved under the Influence of warm 
weather and much' needed rain, but 
the average condition is still only fair. 
In the southern district deterioration 
continues, caused by lack of moisture, 
(he Hessian fly and chinch bugs. Some 
fields are already heading, but very 
short, and estimates arc already made 
of a greatly reduced yield. 


Oats are uneven, and the average 


condition at this stage Is somewhat un- 
favorable. While the temperature has 
been favorable, rainfall was deficient 
in the region of greatest production. 
Where the crop is not actually suffer- 
ing for rain, it is making slow growth,
